T hird D ay o f th e G rand C on stitutional 
P a g ea n t in P h ilad elp h ia. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Septem ber 17tli. — T his 
was a typical Septem ber m orning, clear, 
cool and bright. 
T he streets throughout 
the city w ere thronged w ith people of all 
nations and colors to celebrate the last day 
of th e Centennial. 
On the stand in Inde­ 
pendence Square there were represented 
every branch ot life w hich goes to m ake 
up a nation. 
Side by side were th e Chief 
M agistrate, the highest ecclesiastical repre­ 
sentatives, Justices of the highest law tri­ 
bunal, the M inisters E xtraordinary of for­ 
eign powers, the nation's law -m akers, and 
representatives of th e arm y and navy. 
The stand in Independence Square had a 
seating capacity of about 10,000, and had 
been filled for hours. 
A t th e front of the 
stand, facing the south, an inclosure was 
railed off for the President and his party, 
th e speakers and others. 
H ere was sus 
pended, so as to be in full view, a photo­ 
graphic copy of th e original C onstitution. 
A t the east side o f the stand stood the 
gaunt old high-hacked chair occupied by- 
George W ashington as presiding officer of 
the Congress w hich adopted th at honored 
and venerated docum ent. 
Suspended from the back of the chair 
was another copy of the nation’s charter. 
At each side of the center of tiie stand 
stood tw o flagstaff's, the colors on each be­ 
ing raised in honor o f .the arm y and navy, 
respectively, 
as 
they cam e up to the 
stand. 
A t the eastern side of the structure 
sat the M arine B and, w hich for h alf an 
hour before the exercises com m enced dis­ 
coursed m usic such as only that famous 
organization could render. 
T he chorus of 
2,000 children, with 200 m en as leading 
voices, sang a patriotic air, w hich brought 
them rounds of applause. 
Bishop Potter rose, and being followed 
by all those who occupied the reserved 
space, w ith uncovered heads, m ade the 
op -ning prayer, reading from m anuscript. 
Ju st after the Bishop had concluded his 
prayer Genera! Sheridan w ith his aids, fol­ 
lowed closely by Cardinal Gibbons, A rch­ 
bishop R yan and a num ber of the Catholic 
clergy, m arched dow n the aisle, cheered to 
the echo. 
W hen they been seated H on. Jo h n A. 
Kasson, as President of the C onstitutional 
Centennial Commission, assum ed Jiis place 
and after a hyruu had been rendered by 
the chorus, rose to m ake the introductory 
address of the day. There was great ap­ 
plause as Mr. Kasson 
began w ith 
the 
words, *• The object of this celebration has 
been to dem onstrate and quicken the rev­ 
erence and love of the A m erican people 
for their N ational C onstitution.” 
H e elo­ 
quently welcomed President Cleveland and 
the vast assem blage of notables, Am erican 
and foreign, concluding w ith th e invoca­ 
tion : 
“ May- the daw n of the second cen­ 
tennial year be celebrated w ith increased 
fervor, and our U nion gain in strength as 
the centuries roll on. 
Forever live the 
Constitution and th e Union !” 
C ardinal Gibson, wearing the Cardinal 
colors of his exalted office, sat at the side 
of the speaker, and was one of the most 
attentive listeners of the entire assemblage. 
A t the conclusion of Kasson's address 
the chorus sang the “ A ppeal to T ru th ,” by 
Scbillcr-.M indelsshon, w ith beautiful effect. 
Then Mr. Kasson escorted the President 
to the speaker’s rostrum , and he com m enc­ 
ed a ten-m inutes address, w hich was loudly 
applauded. 
In conclusion he s a id : 
“As 
we look down the past century to the 
origin o f our C onstitution; as we contem ­ 
plate its trials and its triu m p h s; as we 
realize how com plete the principles upon 
w hich it is based have m et everv national 
peril and every national need, how devout­ 
ly should we confess, w ith F ran k lin , that 
God governs in the affairs of m en, and how 
solem n should be the reflection that to our 
hands is com m itted the w ork of the peo­ 
ple’s covenant, anil th at ours ¡3 th e duty to 
shield it from im pious h an d 3.” 


THE ORATION BY JUSTICE MILLER 
Dealt largely w ith the history of the Con­ 
stitution and the dangers to w hich it has 
been exposed. 
The m ost striking passage 
was : “ As we receive it sealed w ith the tests 
of a century, it has been found sufficient in 
the past, and in all the future years it will 
be found sufficient if the A m erican peo­ 
ple are true to their sacred trust. 
A nother 
centennial day will come, and m illions yet 
unborn wiil inquire regarding our stew ard­ 
ship and the safety of their consecration. 
God grant th at they m ay find it u n ­ 
im paired, and as w erejoiccin thepatriolism 
and devotion of those who lived a hundred 
years ago, so m ay others w ho follow us re­ 
joice in our fidelity and oui jealous love for 
constitutional liberty.” 
T he new national hym ni w hich was con­ 
tributed by M arion H arluiid, was then re­ 
cited by Professor M urdoch, w ith a chorus 
of 200 m en’s voices. 
A t this juncture President Kasson, of the 
Commission, gently took the arm of Cardi­ 
nal Gibbons, who, w ith the glittering sun 
pouring dow n upon his Cardinal vestm ents 
and th e red hat so lately placed upon his 
head by the venerable" Leo X 111., looked 
his best and was the recipient o f m arked 
attention. 
A fter w alking to the front of the 
stand and paying respects to the thousands 
of people w ho surged in and around the 
stand, he turned around and faced the 
President, an d w ithin hearing of all who 
occupied seats around the circle, offered 
prayer to the A lm ighty. 
lie was listened to w ith th e closest pos­ 
sible attention, and upon th e conclusion of 
the prayer the strains 
of the 
“Star- 
Spangled B anner” broke upon the crowd 
in volum es from the voices of the grand 
chorus, accom panied by the M arine Band. 
An im pressive benediction was then pro­ 
nounced by Rev. Jere W etherspoon, of 
Nashville, Tenn., this being the only alter­ 
ation m ade in the program m e as arranged 
some tim e ago. 


IN THE EVENING. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Septem ber 18th. — The 
celebration of the centennial auiversary of 
the signing of the C onstitution ended' ap­ 
propriately last night w ith a grand banquet, 
tendered by the U niversity of Pennsyl­ 
vania, the A m erican Philosophical Society, 
th e F ranklin Institute, the Academ y of 
F ine Arts and the Academ y ®f N atural 
Science, to President Cleveland and other 
guests of the Centennial Com m ission. F or 
the first tim e in its history the vast audi­ 
torium of the Academ y of Music has been 
tnm ed into a vast hanqueting-hall. 
A floor 
had been laid over th e seats in the parquet, 
and tables for about six hundred persons 
were spread. 
A t the principal table sat 
President Cleveland, Provost Pepper (who 
acted as toast-m aster), George W . Childs, 
Secretaries B ayard and Fairchild, Frederick 
Farley, Jo h n A. Kasson, ex-G overnor H ugh 
Gordon, H annibal H am lin, M ayor Fitlcr 
Jo h n Jay, Isaac 
Elw ell, 
Carl 
Schurz! 
Charles Francis A dam s and Joseph M. A. 
W ilm er. 
N early all the distinguished visitors in 
the citi- were am ong the guests.

S even ty-ton M eteorite C reates a Sen­ 
sation in N ew B runsw ick. 


F r e d e r ic t o n (N. B.), Septem ber ISth.— 
N othing 
has 
created 
such 
excitem ent 
throughout the province as the fall of the 
m eteor W ednesday evening at M acadams 
Junction. 
T he junction is sixty miles 
south of here, and a party of gentlem en 
who w ent T hursday to investigate the story 
of its fall returned last evening, and give 
additional inform ation. 
Directly to the 
north of M acadams, about half a m ile 
away, is M ount Prospect, upon th e foot of 
w hich, upon som e land belonging to the 
B runsw ick road used for storing wood fuel, 
fell th e aerolite. 
Five hundred feet away 
from th e spot are situated the five dw ellings 
of a railroad Y ardm aster. his tw o assistants 
and tw o farm ers, Peter Dugan and Pierre 
Lam ont. These two m en were at hom e on 
W ednesday night, the farm er having called 
on his neighbor to talk about som e live 
stock, w hen a sight occurred th at tem po­ 
rarily deprived them of th eir senses. 
La­ 
m ont had ju st looked at his watch and re­ 
ported it was 7:55 o’clock, w hen both were 
startled by a peculiar bright light th at lit 
up the entire place. 
It rapidly grew denser 
and m ade the landscape for "miles around 
as plain as day. 
T he m en glanced up and 
hanging w hat seemed im m ediately above 
their heads was a bright ball of fire, moving 
from the west. 
Ir was advancing rapidly, 
and soon a sharp, hissing sound was heard! 
rapidly deepening into a roar like a m oving 
train, w hich in a few seconds became deaf­ 
ening. T he m ass was rapidly revolving, 
giving off thousands of sparks, like m olten 
iron, and the heat was intense. 
In sheer 
fright both m en fell to the ground, while, 
w ith a crash that jarred the dishes from 
the table indoors, the m ass Struck the earth 
im m ediately in fro n t o f them . 
T he heat 
was blistering, and set fire to and destroyed 
in a few m om ents the u n o ccu p ied h u t of a 
wood-cliopper that stood tw enty feet away. 
T he building had only been deserted a few 
days, and had anyone been in it they could 
never have escaped. 
It b u ried itself nearly 
out of sia h t. hut k ep t a g lo w in g red for 
som e h ou rs, and is still sm oking hot and 
looks like a piece of b row n sa n d sto n e, and 
m ust weigh ai least seventy tons. 
A piece 
broken oif to-day, hurriedly polished and 
tested w ith acids, shows its m etallic nature, 
bo hot was it th at a pile of rocks some 
tw enty feet aw ay were partially lused. T he 
spot is being visited by thousands, who are 
trying to get a souvenir, but it is too hot. 
T he railroad com pany, acting under in ­ 
structions from Ottawa, has placed a guard 
over it to preserve it for scientific purposes. 
It is nearly pear-sliape. the largest end be­ 
ing buried out of sight.

are kepi alive by eating grass roots, refuse 
throw n into the streets, berries and sm all 
fruits. T here are m any thousands of fam i­ 
lies in dire need, and m any tens of th o u ­ 
sands of dollars will be required to sustain 
life until the next harvest. 
It is heartrend­ 
ing to see the crowd of hungry women, 
such as collected in th e street about our 
house yesterday, m any of whom had not 
an ything to eat in three days. 
In some 
eases the babes at their breasts, getting no 
nourishm ent from their starved m others, 
had died in their arm s. 
M any of them sav 
that th eir husbands, unable to hear the ery 
of their hungry children, have gone away 
and left them . 
T he trouble is due to the total failure of 
crops occasioned by lack of rain. 
A id is 
im plored, and the Board here lias issued a 
circular calling for contributions to be sent 
care of L. S. W ood, 1 Som erset street, Bos­ 
ton. 
T he last m oney sent to A dana was 
$1,800. 
It was received there on A ugust 
13th, Upon which they supported 5,000 peo­ 
ple lor a m onth.

vets, silks and even felts, while thereupon 
w ill be placed changeable ribbons and 
feathers. 
Dress materials are changeable, 
and accessories change that there may be 
pleasing uniform ity. 
Even Woolens follow 
and imitate, as far as practicable, the 
lights and shadows of silks and velvets, 
but in wools the soft blendings possible to 
richer goods become m ixtures and often 
degenerate into lines ef different color, 
traveling zig rag and continually interfer­ 
ing with each other, while other crooked­ 
nesses bring variety. One color also looks 
up through another, hut in tortuous ways 
th at differ indefinitely, but all with the 
purpose of producing indefinitenees.

brims. 
Velvet is the leading material, 
hut gros grain, moire, faille francaise or 
Bengaline will he used, while as a marked 
novelty in felts come varieties so soft as to 
Ik* folded over in plaits. 


OUT-DOOR G A RM EN TS. 
Coats and jackets, between which there 
is a distinction without a difference, will 
be extremely jxipular for young girls 
whose slender figures show to advantage in 
this class of garments so fatal to well- 
developed maturity. 
Dressy jackets are 
tight-fitting at the back and usually in the 
front likewise, unless a vest is inserted, in 
which case the fronts may be loose, though 
oftener buttoned over. 
M aterial is fine, 
smooth cloth, corkscrew, diagonals and 
striking styles have a white vest elabor­ 
ately trimmed with gilt. 
Braid is the 
usual trim m ing for these dress jackets, and 
Ls sometimes placed in quite fanciful de­ 
signs with mixtures of gilt. 
Rough cloth 
jackets are looser and the m aterial shows 
indistinct mixtures of cross lines, bars, 
stripes or zigzags in various colors of sub­ 
dued effect.

It Doesn't M easure th e H eat. 
“ Do you know,” said the chemist, as he 
wiped off’ a long, delicate thermometer, 
“ that some people believe that this in­ 
strument gives us a measure of the quan­ 
tity of heat? The name itself would indi­ 
cate that the originators of it believed it 


d id some such thing. 
Now the fact is a 
thermometer doesn’t give the slightest 
information about the amount of heat. 
W hen, during the warm spell just past, we 
read 102°, ail the knowledge gained was 
that a liquid metal (mercury) had expand­ 
ed to a certain extent in a hair-like glass 
tube. This gave us a number on an arbi­ 
trary scale, and we walked off, after read­ 
ing it, covered with perspiration and filled 
with satisfaction.” 
“ You don’t make your statement clear 
th a t no measure of the heat is given,” said 
the reporter. 
“ Well, say you have two one-gallon 
kettles, both filled with boiling water. The 
thermometer marks 212° in each. 
Now, 
put them together. 
The m ixture contains 
twice the quantity offbeat that either gal­ 
lon alone contained, and yet the thermom­ 
eter does not vary, hut still marks 212°. 
The thermometer only gives us the qual­ 
ity of the heat. Glass and mercury ex­ 
pand unequally by heat, so we do not read 
the absolute expansion of the mercurial 
column, hut the difference between its ex­ 
pansion and that of the glass. 
If they 
expanded equally no movement of the 
mercury would lie perceived. 
“ The sensibility of thermometers varies 
greatly. 
If the capacity of the reservoir 
is large, compared with the bore of the 
tube, a slight change of temperature will 
materially affect the bight of the mercu­ 
rial column. 
If small, and the glass liulb 
is thin, the mercury contained in it will 
he more rapidly affected than if a larger 
amount were to lie acted upon. 
A cylin­ 
drical reservoir is better than a spherical 
one, because it exposes a larger surface.”— 
Indianapolis Journal.

I’rogress In E lectricity. 
The jubilee of the electric telegraph 
which has recently been celebrated in Eng­ 
land, and the Convention of the National 
Electric Light Associacion in this city, call 
attention to the great progress made in the 
use of electricity as well as the need of ad­ 
vance in its machines. 
The telegraph has 
been carried to such perfection that there 
is good reason for 
congratulation; the 
electric motor and the electric light have 
still to be brought into more satisfactory 
development before they can give general 
satisfaction. T hat advance will he made 
in all departments of electricity, the his­ 
tory of the telegraph during the last fiftv 
years seems to justify. 
In 1844 the Gov­ 
ernment of ¡sir Robert Peel first conceived 
the 
idea 
of 
utilizing 
the 
telegraph 
for 
other 
than 
railway 
purposes, 
constituting an im portant public recogni­ 
tion of the value of the electric telegraph. 
In 1850 the first attem pt was made to lay 
a submarine telegraph c able, and in 1S58 
the first A tlantic cable was laid. 
After 
many experiments, a single wire may now 
lie laid so as to adm it of six messages 
lieing sent in one direction, or one in one 
direction and five in another, or anv 
other combination of six. 
There are 
now 
about 
115,000 
miles of subma­ 
rine telegraphy, or enough cable to go 
around the world five times. The achieve­ 
ments of the electric light and the electric 
motor have not yet been sufficient for such 
universal appreciation, hut expectations 
are ottered by the Electric Association 
here in counsel for the lighting of this 
world by electric light and the movement 
of all great locomotive bodies by the elec­ 
tric motors. 
In the progress of knowledge of electric­ 
ity two great results have been accom­ 
plished, licsides adding to the number of 
modern improvements. 
Science, through 
its introduction into industry, has been 
promoted throughout the world. 
Instead 
of being considered an abstract subject for 
the study of specialists, it has been warmly 
welcomed as a means of industrial devel­ 
opment. 
A practical use has lieen found 
in the researches of the scientists. An­ 
other great advantage from the indus­ 
trial application of electricity 
is its 
economical use. A new profession for young 
men has been found. 
Although electri­ 
cal engineering is not classed among the 
most lucrative 
occupations, it 
insures 
a competency and offers a field 
of in­ 
tense interest fur the scientist. One of 
its best features 
is 
its 
promise of 
growth. 
T he English Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral recently said that “ when we look 
hack on the progress of fifty years in tele­ 
graphy we shall find in them materials of 
a greater hope of the future of humanity 
than in almost any other record of anv 
other period in the history of our raee.”- 
Boston Journal.

laborious and exceptionally difficult re­ 
searches of the Swedish chemists upon the 
nature of the rare earths contained in sev­ 
eral sparsely distributed minerals, and a 
detailed account of their labors will be 
found in the number of the Berichte just 
issued. 
A precise measurement of the 
wave-lengths of the line and hands in the 
absorption spectra of the nitrates of the 
rare earths contained in the thorite of 
Brevig and Arendal, wohlerite of Brevig, 
cerite of Bastnas, fergsonite of Arendal 
and Ytterby, and euxenite of Arendal and 
H ittero, lias resulted in the suqirising ob­ 
servation that only a particular few of the 
line- 
sup[iosed 
by 
former 
observers 
to belong to the nitrate of any one metal 
are present in the ahsorption-spectra of the 
nitrates derived from certain minerals, the 
other lines being absent in these, but nres- 
ent in the nitrate spectra of other miner­ 
als, while some that are present in the 
former are absent or very faint in the lat­ 
ter. 
For example, only one of the lines 
supposed to belong to the nitrate of hol- 
mium is present in any intensity in the 
spectrum of the nitrates from thorite of 
Brevig, while in the speetrum of nitrates 
derived from other minerals it is hut an in­ 
significant line among several holcuium 
lines much more intense. 
The conclusion 
from most exhaustive spectral measure­ 
ments is inevitable, that most of the so- 
called elements in these minerals are com­ 
pound substances, the various ingredients 
of which are present in certain minerals 
and absent in others; further, the fraction­ 
ation of the nitrates has led to a partial 
separation of a large numlier of the com­ 
ponents themselves.—A'ature.

ESCAPED CREMATION. 
A Li «Inc Woman’s Halr-breadth Escape 
from a Horrible Death. 
The danger of burial or incineration of 
liodies in which life is not extinct is one 
of the subjects which will be considered 
at the sessions of the International Medi­ 
cal Congress in this city, and it is under­ 
stood that reference will be made to the 
following thrilling account of a case in 
point, contained in a dispatch from New 
York, dated July 18th last: 
A living woman for whom the crematory 
furnace was at its fiercest heat of 2,700 
degrees Fahrenheit, and for whom the 
alam sheet was already prepared, is with 
her husband and children, although on 
Thursday last she lay in her coffin in a 
room adjoining the vault where incinera­ 
tion is done. Mount Olivet Crematory, 
in the form of a Grecian temple, is located 
at Fresh Pond, L. I., and Dr. Hughes, con­ 
nected with it, vouches for the correctness 
of the story, but withholds both the name 
of the physician who signed the death cer­ 
tificate and that of the lady for the present. 
On the day mentioned a caslcet contain­ 
ing the body of a woman arrived at the 
crematoryt Accompanying it were the 
widower, children and a half dozen rel­ 
atives. The casket was carried into the 
reception-room, arid by its side was placed 
a costly silver urn, in which the 
ashes were to be .subsequently placed 
for 
final keeping. After a simple 
service the lid of the coffin was removed, 
and the mourners, one by one, took a last 
t -arl'ul look. The lid was replaced, and 
the Horal emblems again placed on the 
coffin. The widower and weeping children 
were led away to the carriages, and the 
dead was left to the crematory assistants 
for incineration. 
When "they were 
gone 
men 
removed 
the 
entire 
lid 
and 
went 
about 
preparing 
the alum sheet for enveloping the body 
and swinging the chilled steel cradle into 
position before the glowing furnace doors. 
While they were absent Dr. Hughes 
turned to a small mirror, and, while ar­ 
ranging his tie, was startled by a faint 
voice at his back saying: “ Where am I ?” 
Turning quickly lie saw the woman sit­ 
ting holt upright in tier casket, staring di­ 
rectly at him. When he gathered his 
scattered wits he realized that prompt ac­ 
tion was needed, and stepping to her side 
he said familiarly: “You are with friends.” 
Hhe had already swung her legs out of 
the casket, and was looking in a dazed way 
at the urn and then at her satin burial 
robes. Assisting her out of the dread­ 
ful coffin, and encircling her with one 
arm, lie carefully kept her head turned 
from her resting-place, and half led, half 
carried her to a cheerful hed-room over­ 
head, occupied hv the Superintendent 
and his wife. Soft breezes were com­ 
ing in the window, and a cheery 
canary bird in an alcove sung a song of 
joy. While the Superintendent’s wife re­ 
moved the garments of death and put the 
lady to bed. l)r. Hughes hurried ?way 
and returned with some brandy and milk. 
The drink had the effect of bringing a 
fiur-h to the cheeks of the patient, suc­ 
ceeded immediately by a quiet doze. The 
telegraph was brought into requisition, and 
the husband was soon back at the crematory 
with a set of his wife’s apparel. While he 
was yet on his way his wife was 
awakened from her nap and asked: 
“ Whose clothes am I wearing?” They 
were those of the crematory, but that fact 
was ingeniously concealed" in the reply, 
which seemed to satisfy her. The severest 
task was when the husband arrived, when 
they tried to school him into self-control 
for the interview. The course of proced­ 
ure agreed upon was carried out to the 
letter. The husband went Into the room 
with the usual inquiry as to how she felt, 
and said that if she felt herself strong 
enough they would return to the city; 
that, in his opinion, she had stayed long 
enough in the country. 
Acquiescing in everything, although 
-somewhat mystified, she arose, dressed her­ 
self, and announced that she was ready. 
The husband was now in a tortured irame 
of mind, for he dreaded passing the 
front door, where in large letters was the 
word “ Crematory.” 
The shock of the 
discovery he feared would kill his 
wife. 
Happily there was a rear 
door, and through this he led her 
to a close carriage, and thence, regardless 
of the fact that there was no road, he had 
the carriage driven straight across the 
lawn and field until kindly trees hid the 
creamatory from sight. Then he took the 
smooth pike to the nearest railroad station 
and a train thence home. 
The lady’s death was attributed to heart 
disease, and the doctor’s certificate to this 
effect is on file in the Health Office.— 
Washington Evening Star.

Strong Words for Temperance. 
In The Journal of United Labor, Phila­ 
delphia, June 30th, over his own name, 
Master Workman T. V. Powderly, in 
speaking of the liquor tariff-, says: 
“ Among the letters that came to me to­ 
day 1 find one which takes me to task for 
my words on the temperance question, 
spoken some ten or twelve days ago in 
Boston and Lynn. My friend makes the 
candid admission in starting out that in 
the main I am right, that even the rum 
seller will not deny the justice of my posi­ 
tion. Having said as much he should 
have' stopped. Even then he told me 
nothing new. I know that I am right. I 
know that in refusing to even touch a drop 
of strong drink 1 was and am right. In 
refusing to treat another to that which I 
do not believe to be good for myself to 
drink, I know 1 am right. In refusing to 
associate with men who get drunk, I know 
I am right. In not allow ing a rum-seller 
to gain admittance into the order of the 
Knights of Labor, I know I ani right. In 
advising our assemblies not to rent halls or 
meoting-rooms over drinking places, 1 
know I am right. I have done this from 
the day my voice was first heard in the 
council halls of our order. My position on 
the question of temperance is right. 1 am 
determined to maintain and will not alter 
it one jot or tittle. If ‘ in the main ’ I am 
right, why should I alter my course ? 
“ Ten years ago I was hissed because I 
advised men to let strong drink alone. 
They threatened to ‘rotten egg’ me. I 
have continued to advise men to be tem­ 
perate, and though 1 have had no, experi­ 
ence that would qualify me to render an 
opinion on the efficacy of a rotten egg asan 
ally of the rum drinker, yet I would pre­ 
fer to have my exterior decorated from 
summit to base with the rankest kind of 
rotten eggs rather than allow'one drop of 
liquid villainy to pass my lips, or have the 
end of my nose illuminated by the blos­ 
som that follows a planting of the seeds 
of hatred, envy, malice and damnation, all 
of which are represented in a solitary 
glass of gin.” 
The Credit of Lincoln*» Nom ination. 
On this subject Messrs. Nicolav and Hay 
say, in the September Centuiy: “ The 
credit of the nomination Í6 claimed by tnanv 
men and by several delegations, hut everv 
such claim is wholly fictitious. Lincoln 
was chosen not by personal intrigue, hot 
through political necessity. The Repub­ 
lican party was purely a defensive organ­ 
ization : the South had created the crisis 
which the new party was compelled to 
overcome. The ascendency of the free 
States, not the personal fortunes of Seward, 
hung in the balance. Political victory at 
the ballot-box or a vital transformation of 
the institutions of Government was the 
Immediate alternative before the free 
States. 
“ Victory could only be secured by help 
of the electoral votes of New Jersey, Penn­ 
sylvania, Indiana and Illinois. " It was 
therefore a simple problem : What candi­ 
date could carry these States? None could 
answer this question so well as their own 
delegates, and these, when interrogated, 
still further reduced the problem by the 
reply that whoever else could, Seward cer­ 
tainly could not. These four States lay on 
the border land next to the South and to 
slavery. 
Institutions inevitably mold 
public sentiment; and a certain tenderness 
toward the ‘property’ of neighliors and 
friends infecttxl their people. They shrunk 
from the reproach of being ‘ abolitionized.’ 
They would vote for a conservative Repub­ 
lican; but Seward and radicalism ami 
‘ higher law’ would bring them inevitable 
defeat. 
“ Who, then, could carry these doubtful 
and pivotal States ? This second branch 
of the question also found its ready an­ 
swer. The contest in these States would 
no* he a Territorial slave code, but against 
‘ popular sovereignty ’; not with Ruchanan’s 
candidates, hut with Douglas; and for 
Douglas there was only a single antagonist, 
tried and true—Abraham Lincoln. Such, 
we may reasonably infer, was the substance 
of the discussion and argument which ran 
through the caucus rooms of the delegates, 
dav and night, during the Kith and 17th 
of May." 


A llegretti Process of Fruit Preserving. 
About Christmas time in 1885 people in 
San Francisco were astonished to see fresh 
peaehes, pears and grapes, with all their 
natural bloom, and looking pluinp and 
juicy, on exhibition in the windows of 
confectionery stores on Kearny and Sutter 
streets. These fruits attracted great at­ 
tention, and remained on exhibition sev­ 
eral weeks, showing the preservative agent 
employed, whatever it might be, was sin­ 
gularly powerful in resisting the natural 
decay. When tasted or smelled of, the 
fruit showed no peculiarity that could lead 
to a discovery of the secret of the mys­ 
terious process. All that could lie learned 
alxmt it was the discovery and the property 
of I. Allegretti-, who lived in West Berke­ 
ley and had -a fruit warehouse at that 
place. 
It appears now that the invention is at 
last to lie made a practical success on a 
large scale. The Allegretti Green Fruit 
Treatment and Storage System Company, 
with tin- main i.torehouse at West Berke 
ley, announce that they are now ready to 
store and treat all kinds of green articles, 
by the week or month, and for shipment 
East. I. Allegretti, the inventor of this 
system, stated that he had been experi­ 
menting with various processes for pre­ 
serving green fruit for twenty-six years, 
and had succeeded in discovering this 
system, whose success has been demon­ 
strated to the fruit-growers of this State. 
He was proud to say that he had accom­ 
plished what the people have been wishing 
for.The building in use at present is a 
frame structure, capable of storing some 
fifty tons of fruit. The inner lining of the 
wails is galvanized iron. There is no ma­ 
chinery used, and the only thing visible is 
a large tank, supposed to contain the chem­ 
ical preparation. The arrangements are so 
made as to give an even temperature of 35 
degrees. The atmosphere is dry hut de- 
cidedlv chilly. Air. Allegretti says that 
fruit can be preserved in a fresh state for 
months in this warehouse, and after ten 
4 ivs can lie taken out and shipped to New 
York. South America or Europe in a per­ 
fect state cf preservation.— Oakland En 
q u ir e r .______________________ _ 
llribery in Vitt*» Time, 
One of the worst and most wasteful 
forms of bribery that had grown up during 
the reign had been the custom of con­ 
tracting loans and issuing lottery tickets on 
terms which were below the market value, 
and then distributing shares or tickets 
among the supporters of the Government. 
The minister usually settled with a few 
select friends in the city the terras upon 
which a proposed loan should be made, 
and gave them lists of the friends who 
were to be favored, with the specific sums 
to be assigned to each. 
In one instance, 
toward the end of the administration of 
Lord North, the scrip was at a premium 
of £10 per cent, two days before the names 
of the subscribers were sent to the bank 
from the Treasury. This abuse Pitt finally 
terminated. When he desired to contract 
a loan he gave public notice in the city, 
through the Bank of England, that he 
would receive sealed proposals from all 
who wished to send them ; and in order to 
guard against all partiality they were 
opened in the presence of the Governor 


PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 
A Practicable and Beneficial System of 
Public Baths. 
In mi address on preventive medicine, 
delivered before the American Medical 
Association, Dr. G. II. Rohe calls special 
attention to the subject of public baths. 
Large pools, in which many ¡jereons bathe 
at onee, fail to answer the requirements of 
sanitary science or public decency. As an 
illustration of the practicability and prac­ 
tical benefits to lie derived from the adop­ 
tion of a system of individual baths, he 
mentions the white lead works at Ehren- 
feld, where the employed are required to 
bathe weekly, the facilities lieing furnished 
by the proprietor. In the first year, 1884, 
the sickness was reduced 20 per cent., and 
in 1885 it was reduced still lower, 50 per 
cent. In certain dye works in Berlin, 
ten rooms, containing shower baths, 
have been 
provided 
tor 
workmen 
and their families, and for all who 
desire to use 
them. In Gottingen, 
with 
a jiopulation 
of 
21,000, of 
which number 3,000 are children who at­ 
tend the public schools, baths are fitted up 
in the basementof oneof the schocl-houses. 
A class of fifty can bathe in an hour. 
Each child has the opportunity of bathing 
once in two weeks, and 75 per cent of the 
children avail themselves of it. .The 
authorities and teachers are unanimous 
upon the point that the system is of great 
benefit to the children, not only from its 
direct sanitary advantage, but from the 
habits of cleanliness formed, to which they 
are likely to adhere through life The 
only cities in the United States having 
public baths arc Boston, with 17 ; New 
York, 15; Philadelphia, 5; Brooklyn, 3; 
Cleveland and Hartford, each 1, and 
Buffalo, the number uot given. In New 
York 3,421,086 persons bathed from June 
to October in 1883 ; during the same time 
in Boston, 959,765, and in Brooklyn, 225,­ 
885. In eighteen cities where there are 
no public baths, only altout 23 per cent, of 
the residences are supplied with bath tubs.

The Tragedy of the C rater. 
In the September Gntury are several ac­ 
counts by participants and eye-witnesses 
of the Petersburg fight and the Tragedy 
of the Crater. From Major \V. II. Powell’s 
paper we quote as follows : “ Just as I ar­ 
rived in the rear of the First Division the 
mine was sprung. It was a magnificent 
spectacle, and as the mass of earth went 
up into the air, carrying with it men, 
guns, carriages and timber, and spread out 
like an immense cloud as it reached its 
altitude, so close were the Union lines, 
that the mass appeared as if it would 
descend immediatdly upon the troops 
waiting to make the charge. This caused 
them to break and scatter to the rear, and 
about ten minutes was consumed in re­ 
forming for the attfick. Not much was 
lost by this, delay, however, as it took 
nearly that time for the cloud of dust to 
pass off-. The order was then given for the 
advance. As no part of the Union line of 
breastworks had been removed (which 
would have been an arduous as well as a 
hazardous undertaking) the troops clam­ 
bered over them as best they could. This 
in itself broke the ranks, and they did 
not stop to reform, but pushed ahead 
towards the crater, about 130 yards dis­ 
tant, the debris from the explosion having 
covered up the abatis and the chevaux-de- 
frise in front of the enemy’s works. 
“ Little did those men anticipate what 
they would see upon arriving there; an 
enormous hole in the ground about thirty 
feet deep, 60 feet wide and 170 feet long, 
filled with dust, great blocks of clay, guns, 
broken carriages, projecting timbers, and 
men buried in various ways—some uji to 
their necks, others to their waists, and 
some with only their feet and legs protrud­ 
ing from the earth. One of those near me 
w as pn 1 led out, and he proved to be a Sec­ 
ond Lieutenant of the battery which had 
been blown up. The fresh air revived 
him, and he was soon able to walk and talk. 
He was very grateful, and said that he was 
asleep when the explosion took place, and 
only awoke to find himself wiggling in the 
air; then a few seconds afterwards he felt 
himself descending, and soon lost conscious­ 
ness.”

running along the middle of Nineteenth (19th) 
street to Y- street. 
S ec tio n 2. The rate of fare on such railroad 
or railway must uot exceed the sum of live ceuts 
for.» single fare. 
Section 3, The grantees herein named shall 
pav :o the City of Sacramento an annual license 
of five dollars upon each car run and operated 
upon said railroad or railway, which shall enti­ 
tle them to run, manage and operate their rail­ 
road or railwav every day in the year. 
Seciton t. The grantees herein named may at 
any time, with the consent of the Board of 
Trustees of said City ot Sucramento, abandon 
any part or portion of the franchise hereby 
granted, upon filing with the Board of Trustees 
of the City of .Sacramento a w ritten declaration 
ol such abandonment, particularly describing 
the part or portion intended to be abaudoued. 
The consent of the Board of Trustees to such 
abandonment must also be in writing. 
BEiTioN 5. The rate ol speed ou said railroad 
or railw ay must not be greater than eight miles 
per hour. 
Sfjt on 6. The grantees herein named shall 
pav and be assessed tor the cost of improving 
the portion of the street or streets embraced be­ 
tween the rails of the track or tracks of their 
railroad or railway and for two feet on each side 
thereof; and such assessment sbail be a lien 
«gainst the franchise and railroad of said grant­ 
ees from the date of such assessment, and may 
be collected in the same manner as other assess­ 
ments for improving streets are collected; and 
said grantees shall keep said portion of said 
street or streets constantly in repair, and flush 
with the street w ith good crossings. 
Section 7. if electricity is used no poles shall 
he erected In the streets by said parties for the 
use thereof. 
Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect 
Immediately.

THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


< iovernor W aterman has entered upon 
the practical work of his high office, and 
taken the administration of the aflitirs of 
the State well in hand. 
As the R ecord - 


f Inion has already said at length, it lias 
faith in the new Governor, liecause of the 
clean, sturdy and positive character of the 
man. 
A man can never do more, or better, 
than deliver or embody that which is 
characteristic of himself, said an eminent 
social philosopher. 
If Governor W ater­ 
m an, then, is true to himself as Governor 
as he has been as a private citizen, he will 
give the State a strong administration 
aggressive against all manner of dishonesty, 
trifling or smallness. 
There is no reason to believe that his 
Straightforwardness and success in business 
will not be reflected in his administration 
of the affairs of State. 
For he is the last 
of men we should expect to deal in techni­ 
calities, or to whip about the purpose in 
view, or approach it by any manner of 
indirection. 
But be will not, we judge, be 
led by this characteristic directness to 
ignore that wise policy which prevents 
defeat of purpose hv too frank avowal 
of it. 
Governor W aterman, like any other 
man, we repeat, wiil move his adm inistra­ 
tion upon the plane of his own character, 
and this will give us cleanliness in his 
political career, freedom from entangle­ 
m ents with bosses and cliques, or the use 
of office to advance unworthy political 
ends. 
I t is expected the new Governor 
will remain as thoroughly a Republican as 
I k was as a private citizen; but this does 
not imply that Governor W aterman will put 
any purpose in advance of the public in ­ 
terest. 
H e is quoted as saying that he 
intends to be Governor for the whole people, 
and we believe he means it. 
Hence it 
m ay be exj>ected that in the few places he 
w ill have to fill by appointment, and in 
changes he may determine to make, his 
selections, while reflecting his political 
faith in most cases, will be good ones, based 
only on merit, proven capacity, and un­ 
questioned ability to serve the people 
thoroughly well. 
It will accord with his 
character and declared views of the pub­ 
lic service, if his appointments are made 
upon such basis irrespective of the cliques 
and whips of master journeymen who run 
political machines. 
T he estimate formed of the honesty of 
purpose, clear sense of what is just between 
meu, and resoluteness of will, conspicuous 
in Governor W aterman in private life, 
will be wofully at fault if he does not 
prove a diligent, firm and just Executive. 
H e is master of himself, and that is a pre­ 
requisite in every man who governs, or on 
whom is imposed administrative trusts. 
“ No man lifts his work,” said Holland, 
"w ithout lifting h i m s e l f i t is not possible 
to disassociate the product of a man’s 
moral effort from the man himself, and 
hence we shall look forward to this new 
C hief Magistrate, untried in administra­ 
tive trusts, while reflecting credit upon the 
S tate by » clean and strong Administra­ 
tion that shall prove one of its best, to 
honor himself as much, and thus lift him ­ 
se lf by his work into that still higher 
esteem of the |>eople that finds expression 
i n the public verdict of unreserved com­ 
mendation. 
Governor W aterman, in choosing as his 
T ri vate Secretary M. D. Boruck, of San 
Francisco, has selected for that im portant 
confidential trust a publicist of broad capa 
city, and whose experience in public life 
and with men in public action, thoroughly 
qualify him to serve his principal well, 
*nd to render him th at helpful duty in 
office which is a necessity to the man who 
takes up the reins of Government and ex­ 
ercises over the affairs of the State consci­ 
entious and untiring guardianship. 


WELCOME THE KNIGHTS. 


Sacramento welcomes to-day another 
large body of visitors, the Uniformed Rank 
o f th e K nights of Pythias, which opens its 
first Annual Encampment this morning. 
T h e people will extend all due hospitality 
to these citizens of the several counties, 
who are engaged in benevolent work, and 
w ill endeavor to make their visit one of 
jileasiire. 
T h e eonfraternal associations devoted to 
m utual helpfulness and the relief of the 
widow and orphan are very numerous, and 
th e ir outward manifestations take on many 
fortn-. 
Of late years the martial spirit 
has seized upon the Orders, and hence we 
find most of them with branches of a semi­ 
m ilitary character, following in some de­ 
gree that older fraternity, the Knights 
T em plar. This form of engaging the mem­ 
bership of the mutual-aid organizations in 
th e work for which each is projected, seems 
to rueet with such favor as to warrant the 
conclusion that it serves a good purpose. 
I t has been said that the confraternaj 
societies of America are conservators of 


liberty, and can be relied upon in the time 
of trial to take sides, almost to a man, 
with lree government and the equality of 
citizen* before the law. 
And this we be­ 
lieve to be true. 
All these associations are 
democracies; they are governed by the 
rule of the majority ; they teach the les­ 
son of dependence of man upon man ; the 
duty to aid and succor those who are of 
the eonfraternal household: to recognize 
manhood irrespective of labor, station or 
political position; to esteem men for what 
they are, and not for what they may claim 
to be bora to. 
The Very essence of all 
these organizations is republican; in the 
nature of things they could not tolerate 
autocracy or commend rule by claim of 
divine right. 
It is perhaps because of 
these- facts that in absolute monarchies 
they are looked upon with much disfavor, 
and flourish if at all under difficulties un­ 
known here. 
W e have the right to look 
upon them, therefore, as bodies that culti­ 
vate the American spirit, that inculcate 
regard for the laws, that teach obedience, 
stimulate to good citizenship, and conserve 
order, sobriety and conservatism. 
The several hundred citizens who have 
gratified their fancy and catered to a com­ 
mendable martial spirit in the Order 
named, and who are encamping in this 
city very much after the manner of N a­ 
tional Guardsmen, may be taken to rep­ 
resent the better citizenship of the State, 
and to be worthy the commendation of and 
the hearty welcome the Capital city ex­ 
tends to them. 
They come together at an 
auspicious time, and at an admirably sel­ 
ected point. 
It is fitting that their first 
encampment should be held at the seat of 
Government and at a time when the mem­ 
bership of the Order can, by visiting the 
State Fair, view the finest examples of the 
agricultural, 
horticultural, 
viticultural 
products and the best stock of the State. 
They will be enabled to meet with citizens 
from all parts of the State, and to profit by 
the interm ingling. 
The Knights are bid­ 
den by the people of Sacramento a cordial 
welcome, and will find, we doubt not, th at 
the Sacramento latch-string, with proverb 
ial hospitality, hangs upon the outside. 


T h e burning of the Exeter Theater 
ought to teach us a lesson. 
But it will fail 
to do so. 
Things will go on just as they 
did after the destruction of the Brooklyn 
Theater and the more recent holocaust in 
Baris. There are not twenty theaters in 
the whole country, outside of the Casino 
and the Academy of Music, New York, 
that have adequate exits or fire protection. 
A sheet-iron curtain would have prevented 
the Exeter calamity. Sufficient and separate 
exits would have rendered the Brooklyn 
catastrophe improbable. 
It is not true 
in 
architecture 
and 
the 
conduct 
of 
places of amusement that we advance in 
the light of experience. 
On the contrary, 
we continue to go to the mill with a stone 
in one end of the sack. 


If the case of the Chicago Anarchists 
goes up to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the result will probably be only a 
few months’ postponement of the execu­ 
tion of the assassins. 
It is wholly im ­ 
probable that there will be any reversal of 
the judgment. 
A careful reading of the 
opinion of the Supreme Court of Illinois 
does not disclose any weaknesses that are 
of a character to warrant the granting of a 
writ. The exceptions taken by the An­ 
archists were very numerous, but they were 
all passed upon by the Illinois Appellate 
Court, and their weaknesses fully exposed. 
The friends of order and foes to anarchism 
have no reason to fear that the Chicago 
conspirators will escape execution. 


A p p ro v al. 
Speaking of the Governor’s appointment 
of his private Secretary, the Argonaut nava: 
‘‘The appointment of Mr. Boruck as his 
confidential Secretary secures the services 
of a man rarelv qualified by natural gifts, 
large experience in public affairs, and wide 
acquaintance with public men and of un­ 
questioned loyalty.”

Thoroughly conversant with 
the wants of California, an acquaintance 
reaching from San Diego to Siskiyou, ener­ 
getic, untiring, quick of perception, thor­ 
oughly conversant in the politics of the 
State and nation, his advice to the Execu­ 
tive will be of the greatest value. 
Seven 
years we were in the employ of Mr. Bo­ 
ruck ; nearly six years have elapsed since 
that connection was severed, and there has 
never been a shadow to mar the mutual 
friendship during the whole of that period. 
W hile it is peculiarly gratifying for a 
friend to meet with good fortune, the 
pleasure is enhanced when the luck is such 
as the recipient deserves. 
Therefore, we 
tender our hearty c mgratulatious to our 
friend, feeling the position is one which 
will l>e more satisfactory to him than any 
pecuniary windfall.” 
The Wasp referring to Mr. Boruck’s ap­ 
pointment says: 
“ It is the unanimous 
testimony of the leaders in both political 
parties that lie had no superior as Secre­ 
tary of the Republican State Committee, 
and that victory always rested on the par­ 
ty’s banner when he served it in that 
capacity. 
As an officer of the legislature 
he was peculiarly strong in the clerical of­ 
fice, and his efficiency there commended 
him even for the Secretaryship of the Uni­ 
ted States Senate. 
It strikes us th at as 
Private Secretary to the Governor he is 
eminently the right man in the right 
place. 
He knows the history, character 
and qualifications of every man in public 
life in this State, is will versed in the 
methods and measures of the Legislature, 
is himselt a skilllul parliamentarian, can 
advise from 
experience 
and 
practical 
knowledge as to the fitness of any candi­ 
date for apjiointment to office, can write 
any proclamation in fitting phrase, and 
announce 
in public manifesto guberna­ 
torial edicts in terms creditable to that of­ 
fice. 
In fine his public education has 
liecn such as prepares him in conspicuous 
degree to be an aid to the Governor and 
to assist him in his executive duties.” 


T h e S t a t e T a x R a te — On Saturday the 
State Board of Equalization fixed the rate 
of State taxation for the thirty-ninth fiscal 
year at 59.8 cents, apportioned for the dif­ 
ferent funds as follows: General Fund. 
38.5 cents; School, 19 cents: Interest and 
Sinking, 2.3 cents. The Board also ordered, 
pursuant to an Act of the last Legislature] 
that a tax of one cent on each $100 be lev­ 
ied for the benefit of the State University. 
The rate for the thirty-eighth fiscal year was 
56 cents. The increase is due to" the last 
Legislature making largely increased ap­ 
propriations.

yield for the season at about eighty pounds 
to the tree, and has 108 trees to the acre.—

There was fine attendance Uf>on the fair 
in all its departments Saturday, day and 
evening. The interest at the Pavilion is 
centering about the county exhibits, the 
full meaning of which is being more gen­ 
erally appreciated as examination proceeds. 
B u t" the mechanical goods and m anu­ 
factured fabrics exhibits do not lack for 
critical examiners. The display in all thg 
departments is so large and ehoioe that the 
verdict of the people is unanim ous that the 
Pavilion display is a complete success, 
while that at the stock grounds is the very- 
best. To-day there will be at 10 a . m . a 
bicycle tournam ent at the park, for which 
a large num ber of wheelmen have entered. 
The contests are expected to be warm, and 
to develop some line bursts of speed and 
plenty of good wheeling. At 11 a . m . the 
ladies’ tournam ent takes place. It always 
draws a large crowd, and ¡ ■ the lady c o m ­ 
petitors this year are numerous, it may be 
assumed that there will be no lack of inter­ 
est.

and those who assisted in their collection. 
Invitations have been extended to the 
wide-awake citizens in those counties who 
realize the importance of such exhibits, 
and who have spared neither time nor ex­ 
pense to make it what it really is, the 
grandest exhibit of the products of the 
Stale that has ever been placed before the 
public. A large delegation from each of 
the

to 
will 
be 
present, as 
will 
also 
the 
Directors of the local District Agricultural 
Associations. 
Admission to the banquet 
will only be by ticket, the ladies, as well as 
gentlemen, invited, having been provided 
with tickets for this purpose. All those 
who have received invitations are requested 
to assemble in the Superintendent's’ room 
on the main floor of the Pavilion, the sec­ 
ond room to the south of the main en­ 
trance, at 8:30 this evening. It is expected 
that among the special guests of the even­ 
ing will be Governor W aterman, Congress­ 
m an McKenna, and the Directors of the 
State Agricultural Society. 


E l D o r a d o C o u u ty E x h ib it. 
Among the exhibits of agriculture and 
general products from the various counties, 
to be seen in the Pavilion, those from El 
Dorado county make a very conspicuous 
and highly complimentary display. The 
exhibit, which is under charge of W. 1Í. 
Selkirk, editor of the Placerville Observer, 
is located in the northwest corner of horti­ 
cultural department, and at once attracts 
the attention of visitors. The gregt area of 
fine unoccupied lands in this county, and 
its excellent quality for farming and'horti- 
cultural purposes, renders the product from 
thatsection of special interest. 
Among the more noticeable articles 
on exhibition may be mentioned corn 
exhibited on 
stalks 
eighteen feet 
in 
hight, 
and 
ears ten 
feet from the 
ground. This was from the farm of John 
McKee, at El Dorado. There are cultivated 
wild oats standing nine feet in hight, cut 
from the premises of E. M. Snifi, of Co­ 
lo n ia; 
Kentucky blue grass four feet 
high, 
grown by Gottlieb Poehler, near 
Placerville; tobacco exhibit by C. H. Mc- 
Cuen, Placerville, growing stalks and also 
in cured leaf; in natural leaf plug and the 
seed. The growth is large and the quality 
E renounced excellent, showing that to- 
acco raising can be profitably pursued in 
El Dorado county. A bale of most excel­ 
lent hops are on exhibition from W. W. 
Hoyt, of Diamond Springs. Hops are not 
largely grown in the county-, but in ail 
parts where planted, excellent results are 
obtained, even upon high land. 
In the department of fruit, the well- 
known superior quality of the foothill re­ 
gion for these products is seen, both in all 
kinds of deciduous and citrus fruits. Spec­ 
ially noticable among the displays of these 
are the exhibits of Robert McKay, of Co- 
lomn, consisting of apples, grapes, pears, 
peaches, figs, etc., the peaches, plums, 
pears and prunes on plates, besides dried 
fruits in variety, as also walnuts, almonds 
and butternuts of \V. D. Carpenter, Dia- 
mondSprings. Sixteen varieties of peaches, 
remarkably fine golden drops and egg 
plum s of J. C. Marsh, and others. Speci­ 
mens of llhode lsland greenings Alexander 
and other varieties of apples, from the 
orchards of Mr. McKay, and from George­ 
town and Cosumnes tow-nships, which are 
probably as fine as can be found in the 
State. T-overs of fine fruit should examine 
these, for in size, color and quality they 
will be difficult to excel. 
Cue of the most interesting and attrac­ 
tive specimens of fruit in this entire 
county's exhibit, for fruit-growers, is a 
box of seedling peaches, grown upon the 
premises of S. J. Alden and J. W. Dench, 
Placerville. 
The tree erew from a pit 
thrown into the yard in the rear of their 
business houses, and bore this year—a 
three-year old tree—for the first time. The 
peach is a cling, closely resembling the 
orange, but nearly the entire peach is of a 
bright color, and the peculiarly attractive 
tint that distinguishes the cheeks of the 
Bilyeu variety. The largest one is eleven 
inches in circumference, and the flesh is 
firm, and they undoubtedly will be ex­ 
cellent 
shippers. 
Messrs.’ 
Alden aiid 
Dench have named the new seedling “The 
Orphans,” but from all appearances there 
are few fruit-growers but that will be anx­ 
ious to “ lather •’ them. 
As to grape-culture it is needless to speak 
at length, as no part of the State has bgtter 
adaptability for the perfect growth and pro­ 
duct of the vine than Ei Dorado. Some of 
its fine specimens are shown, and grape- 
growing is rapidly becoming a leading fruit 
industry in this pioneer county. 
It may be proper to state that, in accord­ 
ance with the understanding of those who 
furnished and prepared the fruit for the 
exhibit from this county, as to time it was 
all required to ,be in place, the fruit 
was all picked and shipped to this city one 
week ago last Saturday, and hence some of 
it will not be as fresh as much elsewhere 
on exhibition, where supplies have been 
packed or kept in cold storage and sent in 
since. The quality can, however, be cor­ 
rectly judged, and will all meet with the 
warm praise that it deserves. 
Accompanying the exhibit of this county 
are displayed by way of decoration and 
skill in handiwork some fine pieces oí 
paint and pencil work by Miss M. E. Sel­ 
kirk, Mrs. E. Dedman and Miss M. E. 
Collins. 
Also an attractive display of 
about 150 large photographic views of resi­ 
dences and landscape”scenery in El Dorado 
county, taken by George D. Stewart, of this 
city. 
One of the novel exhibits, put forth as El 
Doiado's product, is bottled soda water put 
up by John McF. Pearson, of Placerville, 
and which that county claims beats the 
world. 
Referring again to the horticultural feat­ 
ure of this exhibit, there is to be specially 
noticed the superior Coe’s golden drop 
plums, shown bv J. C. Marsh ; French 
Í'runes and Bartlett pears, from the El 
)oiado fruit ranch ; egg plums, single and 
twin, by Robert McKay ; display of Malaga 
and Muscatel raisins, 
from Thos. O. 
H ardy's Cedar Hill vineyard; fine display 


of excellent wines, from Kramp Bros., 
Diamond 8prings; oranges and Japanese 
persimmons, from F. Venkamp, Granite 
H ill; olives, from W. H. Hooper, of Col­ 
oma, and bundles of excellent flax from C. 
H. McCuen. of Placerville. 
Other exhibits are as follows; A good 
sample of cotton by Mrs. E. Knighton, of 
Placerville; 
an extensive exhibition of 
Alexander Greenings and other varieties 
of apples by W m. B. Lower, of Fairplay, 
grown without irrigation and at an altitude 
of 3,400 feet; dried fruits by P. J. Isbell, A. 
S. Cook, I. S. Bamber. of Placerville, and 
W . D. Carpenter, of Diamond Springs; 
oats, barley, wheal and rye in sacks by A. 
W illiams, of Mississippi F la t; thirteen va­ 
rieties of table grapes by Thos. O. Hardie, 
of Placerville, grown without irrigation : 
a large assortment of pumpkins, squash, 
etc., ranging in weight from 100 to 130 
pounds, by C. H. McCuen, of Placerville, 
while John Waters, of the same place, 
shows a fine lot of small vegetables; a fine 
quality of milling ore from the Mount Hope 
mine, near Grizzly Flat; rich specimen 
quartz by J. H t Yandergritf and Jas. Stan­ 
ley, of El Dorado', 8l?te, from the Ameri­ 
can river Slate Quarry I 9oap stone by A. 
Darlington, of Placerville; a polishing 
stone, exhibited by H. Deeurtines, ol Dia­ 
mond Springs township, has attracted con­ 
siderable attention, as has also the birds and 
anim als by Mrs. Z. P. Brandon, of Latrobe, 
and the wild tomatoes by Dr. H. W. Smith; 
also the butter of Jam es Askew, of El 
Dorado. 
C. 
Beattie, of Georgetown, arrived on 
Saturday with a gold specimen in amal­ 
gam, valued at $4,000, which has just been 
produced from the Beattie mine in a twen­ 
ty-six days’ run of a ten-stamp mill. It 
will be placed on exhibition with the 
county exhibit this morning, and cannot 
fail to attract much attention. 


G e n e r a l M e n tio n .' 
The “ gorgeous ”—the word Í3 not exag 
geration—display of Huntington, Hopkins 
& Co. ou the lower floor of the Pavilion is 
unquestionably the chief spectacular effect 
in the hall. The construction of the tower 
and its wings is a piece of architectural 
work that challenges admiration not less 
than the cunning with which the trimmings 
are worked out of tools, hardware, etc. 
W hen the upper tower and all the stars 
and circles and medallions'are rotating, 
flashing in the light, the effect is brilliant 
Israel Luce, Sacramento, makes a very 
interesting exhibit of Inyo marbles. Some 
of these are beautifully moss-marked. There 
is a great variety of tints and shades of 
marble, showing the remarkable variety of 
fine stones the Inyo quarries turn out. ’ 
T.W . S-ihwamb, Sacramento, shows mold­ 
ings, frames, mirrors, etc., in profusion. 
The W hite House (Zeiruer Bros.), Sacra­ 
mento, exhibit a c ■' offine laces, parasols, 
fans, rich fabrics, etc. 
The Pacific Optical Institute exhibits fine 
glasses, lenses, delicate optical instruments, 
etc. The chief the Institute, a skilled op­ 
tician. illustrates the method of grinding 
and adjusting glasses. 
W hittier, Fuller & Co., in the south gal­ 
lery annex, have a large booth, exhibiting 
samples of wall paper, various bric-a-brac 
decorations, lincrusta Walton, moldings, 
mirrors, engravings, hollywood work, art­ 
ists’ supplies. It is a large and representa­ 
tive display, admirably arranged. 
F. 
F. Farrar, San Francisco, in the south 
gallery, shows hair mattresses, upholstery 
and the United States spring bed. 
Jas. G. Davis, Sacramento, has a very ex­ 
tensive display of carpets, rugs, fine up­ 
holstery, curtains, furniture, 
decorative 
wall-paper, etc. It is notable for its variety, 
richness and the choice character of the ex­ 
hibits it contains. 
The California Cotton Mills. Oakland, in 
the south gallery annex, shows a great 
quantity of cottons, twines, cords, towel- 
ings, sheetings and linens, the product of 
the mills. One entire side of the large 
pyramid is given up to linen made of flax 
grown in California. 
D. 
H. Quinn. Sacramento, makes a hand­ 
some exhibit of hats, furs, etc. 
Suie Oa & Co., Sacramento, have a bazar 
of Chinese decorated goods. 
The Pacific Electric Company, San Fran­ 
cisco, exhibit, electric belts, trusses and like 
remedial appliances. 
Mrs. A. Schirmer. Sacramento, lias a 
large bazar booth of tine embroideries. 
Iace9, etc.. mainly on children's clothing. 
In the center of the art gallery stands a 
large pipe organ, built in Sacramento by a 
well-known young mechanic. Jam es E. 
Germng. It contains nearly 300 pipes, and 
is what is known as a one-manual, full- 
swell organ. As for the construction of 
the organ, it has the advantage of one of 
the best climates in the world, as it is an 
established fact that lumber seasoned in 
the Sacramento valley will stand better 
than even that which is imported from the 
best Eastern parts. The building frame, all 
action work, and all parts where strength 
and durability are required, are built of 
clear No. 1 Port Oriord cedar, well protected 
with oil and shellac, to withstand any 
damnness to which it may he subjected. 
The bellows is wbat is known a3 double-r 
acting and self-regulating. 
It is built dn- 
tirely of cedar, and "leathered” with full- 
tanned, best quality “ pneumatic” sheep­ 
skin. 
It is very large, having a capacity 
for nearly twice the num ber of pipes that 
it supplies. 
The reason for the extreme 
size 
is 
that 
it 
makes 
pumiñng 
much 
easier 
and 
slower, thus 'giv­ 
ing a more even and steady pressure 
of air, which means a great deal in the 
tone of an organ, for a rapid pumping and 
jerking, consequent upon the use of a small 
bellows, will soon put any set of pipes out 
of tune. There are five sets of pipes in the 
organ of fifty-six (50) notes each, and the 
“ stops’’ are as follows: Open diapason, 
of 8-foot to n e; the body or foundation of 
an organ, melodia o r 'wood flute, 8-foot 
tone; viola, metal, a peculiar soft violin, 
8-foot lone; 
octave, metal, 4-foot|; 
fif. 
teenth, metal, 2 foot tone; pedale, tremolo 
and unison bass. The wood pipes are made 
of white cedar, well sized, inside and out, 
rendering them almost proof against at­ 
mospheric changes. The m etal'pipes are 
made of what is called pipe metal, a com­ 
position consisting of from 70 to 90 per 
cent, of pure tin. The pedale register is of 
27 notes, and is connected with the manuale 
by a pedal coupler 
A II the pipes, except 
the front ones, are inclosed' in a tight 
box, 
having 
blinds 
or 
shutters 
on 
the 
front, which 
are 
operated 
by 
a 
“ balanced 
swell 
pedal,” 
which 
opens and shuts them at the will of the 
performer, thus giving the same effect as 
the loud and soft pedals on a piano. In 
fact, the organ has every mechanical effect 
that it is practicable to put into an organ 
of its size. Its case, made of solid Eastern 
walnut, presents a very handsome and 
unique appearance, and was designed and 
decorated entirely by Mr. Genung. Manv 
who are connoisseurs of music, both am a­ 
teur and professional, have pronounced 
the organ to be of the highest character in 
tone, being at times rem arkably soft and 
sweet, and again full, rich and powerful. 
On Thursday evening next the public will 
have an opportunity to hear the organ fuliy 
tested, and a choice programme of vocal 
and instrum ental music by some of Sacra­ 
mento's best talent has been arranged for 
the occasion. The young man who has 
labored so long and arduously in building 
this instrum ent has achieved complete suc­ 
cess. H e has, unaided, constructed a fin e 
instrument, fit for any church or large hail, 
that will rank in tone and general effects 
with those made in the best Eastern facto­ 
ries. It is the first attempt ever made to 
build an organ in Sacramento. 


THE AST GALLERY. 
The Art Gallery is alwavs a favorite re­ 
sort for the people at the' annual fairs. 
There they will find 
light, color and 
beauty in profusion ; the otherwise unat­ 
tractive north w iD g is transformed into a 
temple of art, and 
people 
testify to 
their taste for the beautiful by visiiing it in 
large numbers. It is to be regretted there 
is so much blank space above the line of 
the pictures, for they do not show to such 
advantage they would if the ceiling were 
closed. In the present exhibition at the 
Pavilion, there is as line a collection of 
an work as has ever been on public view 
at any fair in California. For the past few 
years the State Fair has received the best 
work of our artists. This is due to the 
liberal policy of the Society in appropriat­ 
ing a generous siim of money for distribu­ 
tion in the department, and' in awarding 
several 
medals for excellence in each 
branch of art. This action on the part of the 
Society has borne good fruit, as is proven hv 
as complete an exhibition every year as it is 
possible to make of the works of California 
artists. The gallery is well ligbtsd and the 
works can be studied with pleasure and 
profit. Among so many choice specimens 


of the painter's skill, of coarse it will be 
impossible, in a notice limited by exigen­ 
cies of space, to do justice to all deserving 
mention. 
We make note of the more 
striking works: 
No. 44. " Lenten Lilies,” by Mary Curtis 
Richardson, is a picture that strikes one at 
a glance as more superior art work than 
one is accustomed to see. A female figure 
is standing in a graceful position, holding 
lilies in her apron. A very simple subject, 
but the real art of the work is shown in the 
consummate skill displayed in managing 
whites and yellows, for the picture is really 
a symphony in those two colors. This is 
Mrs. Richardson's first contribution to the 
State Fair exhibitions, and it is to be hoped 
that more of her work in the future will 
find place in the Pavilion. 
No. 85. “ Avenue du Bois de Boulogne,” 
P. G ar.ani, Paris. This notable picture 
was exhibited in the Salon of 1887. and its 
first appearance in America at the present 
fair is due to the generosity of its owners. 
S. & G. Gump, of San Francisco, in per­ 
m itting it to he brought here, It is a fine 
specimen of the French art of 10-Ja y ; 
quiet in tone, but full of good drawing and 
the higher qualities that make & succesful 
picture. The artist is a “ medalist,” which 
fact testifies to the standing he has in his 
native country. 
No. 27. “ The Hartford Nears H er Haven 
of Rest,” by W. A. Coulter, Is the largest 
canvas shone, and arrests immediate atten­ 
tion. Admiral Farragut’s famous old flag­ 
ship is seen just entering the bay of San 
Francisco for the last time. The coloring 
is rich and harm onious throughout. 
It is 
a picture well painted in every particular, 
but the great interest in connection with it 
is because of the historical associations at­ 
tached to the grand old ship. After par­ 
ticipating in some of the most stirring 
events of the late civil war, she now lies 
fiismantled at Mare Island, a poor wreck of 
her former glorious self. 
Her sails are lurled, her yards are squared, 
The boatswain's pipe is m ute; 
From white puffeu smoke and sheet of llame 
Rings out her last salute. 
Conspicuously displayed on the east wall 
is a large collection by Edwin Deakin. 
No. 11, “ The Vintage,” is a rich and 
highly-colored study of grapes, occupying 
the center of his group; No. 10, "M ount 
Blanc,” is the artist’s salon picture for 
1879, and attracted much attention while 
there. All of Mr. Deakin’s pictures show 
good drawing, rich coloring and a con­ 
scientious regard to detail. 
No. 21. “ The Storming of Chapultepec,” 
by Marcus Dahlgren, a new exhibitor, is a 
picture full of interest from its associations, 
and withal well painted. Great care is ex­ 
hibited in managing the details. 
This 
picture is one of the special attractions of 
the gallery and in activity is second to none. 
Norton Bush showed several of his fa­ 
vorite and best tropical scenes, by which 
he has won a national reputation. 
The 
largestshown is No.41,"Mount AUer”(Andes 
of Ecuador). This is a very large canvas 
and in it the artist displays his unques­ 
tioned skill and artistic feeling in manag­ 
ing atmospheric effects, which he always 
does so happily—indeed, in tropical atmos­ 
phere he has no successful rival. 
S. M. Brookes, familiarly known in the 
profession as "F ather Brookes,” sends a 
num ber of his highly-finished and charm ­ 
ing studies of still life. 
No. 75. “ The Three Critics,” by Gianoli 
—also a new exhibitor—is one of the not­ 
able attractions of the gallery. It is very 
strongly painted, and full of the interest 
life gives to a picture. 
No. 76. " The Gorge—Grand Canvon of 
the American River.” by W. F. Jackson, 
of Sacramento, instructor in the Sacra­ 
mento School of Design, is probably the 
best work this artist has ever exhibited, as 
it is also his very latest. The rock painting 
in this picture is of the best order, and the 
cool, green pool of water in the foreground 
is made vividly refreshing to the eye by its 
naturalness. It is a thoroughly well-’nti- 
dered work. 
^ Amanda Austin, a favorite artist, also of 
Sacramento, shows some excellent work. 
No. 93, “ Lilacs,” by her, especially no­ 
ticeable for good color and perfect harmony 
throughout. 
T. J. Lewis of Newcastle, has some 
pleasing landscapes—No. 286, “El Capitau 
and No. 117, "Yosemite,” being well exe­ 
cuted and commanding critical attention. 
H. 
Raschen has a num ber of pictures 
possessing gT eat merit, conspicuous among 
which are No. 68—"A Ladv of the Six­ 
teenth Century,” and No. 80—“An Interior 
(of the 16th century).” No. 104, "The 
Mountaineer,’’ by the same artist is a 
highly finished work of art. 
Our younger men are coming out strong 
in this year’s exhibition, notably J. A. 
Stanton, in No. 201—" A Country Girl,” 
and No. 97—"A Rock of Ages’1' both 
good in quality ami valuable for complete­ 
ness.

The first stock parade of the State Fair 
came off at Agricultural Park at 10 a. m. 

The stock was called out prompt­ 
ly at that hour, and those who came a few 
minutes later were disappointed. In former 
years it has been the custom of giving an 
entire list of the entries of live stock, but 
this year the list Í3 so very extensive that 
it becomes unwieldy and cannot be used in 
a newspaper mention. The parade Satur­ 
day was upwards of two miles in length, 
and such a show of horses, males and cat­ 
tle was never before witnessed on the Pa­ 
cific slope. At the head of the thorough­ 
breds was Joe Hooker, the celebrated stal-t 
lion, whose get are, in nearly every in­ 
stance, race horaes. The o ld ’horse is as 
pretty as a picture, and five of his colts fol­ 
lowing him, making np the “ Hooker fam­ 
ily,” resembled him very much in style, 
form and color. The num ber of thorough­ 
breds entered for premiums is very large, 
and these when led by the stand danced at 
the sound of the music, and their clean 
limbs, symmetrical forms and high spirits 
plainly shows what a degree of perfection 
can be attained by careful” breeding. After 
the thoroughbreds came horses ofalLwork, 
among which were some remarkably fine 
stallions. This exhibit of stock cannot be 
excelled anywhere.

THE CATTLE. 
The cattle parade was larger this year 
than last, and embraced Durhams, Jerseys, 
Guernseys, Holsteins or Friesian and other 
choice herds of imported stock. 
W hile 
rapid strides have been made in the breed­ 
ing of horses on this coast, until the thor­ 
oughbreds of California are the recognized 
kings of the turf, the farmer has been wide 
awake to the fact that it paid to improve 
the breed of his horned stock. They have

that gives only three, while the thoron,,i, 
bred is superior ÍQf oeef. The herds of 1 lol- 
steill Or Friesian, exhibited by Leland Stan­ 
ford and F. H. Burke, are quite large, the 
latter having nearly fifty head. They cap­ 
ture the eye of the granger, being large, 
sleek and fat, marked with pure white and 
black spots. One of Senator Stanford’s 
cows weighs 2,100 pounds, which 'speaks 
for itself of their beef value. Two Holstein 
cows are being milked at the Park, both of 
which average over ten gallons per day. 
They are not owned by the same party, 
and this milk contest is watched so eloselv 
that the “ dairyman’s pump ° cannot figure 
in this test, which is on the square. 
The exhibition of sheep, swine and goals 
is quite large and of the most improved 
breeds, while all the coops are full of the 
choicest varieties ot fowls. 


T i l t R a c e s . 
Saturday was one of the pleasantest days 
imaginable. 
A good breeze blew from the 
south, and those from the coast who had 
been complaining of the heat of the previ­ 
ous days had to admit that Sacramento was 
not devoid ol reasonable climate. The San 
Francisco reporters, who are always “cuss­ 
ing ’ Sacramento and Sacramento weather, 
had to doff their fifieen-cent suits and don 
heavier clothing. 
The track was in excellent condition, the 
races were promptly railed on time. The 
music of the First Artillery Band was 
loudly applauded, and several encores in­ 
sisted upon. 
This band, under the able 
leadership of Charles Neale, is rapidly 
gaining a State reputation, and their varied 
programmes of new and choice music is 
not among the least of the attractions of the 
fair. 
The first race of the day was a two-vear- 
old trotting stake that closed in April last 
with eighteen nominations. Of these, how­ 
ever, only two put in an appearance—San 
Mateo stock farm’s Grandee and G. Valen- 
sin’s Memo.

No feature announced to take place at 
the State Fair, will draw a larger attend­ 
ance than that of the Piute race on Friday 
next. To see forty or fifty Indians painted 
as if for the war trail mounted on their lit­ 
tle ponies racing around the track will be a 
sight well worth seeing. These Indians 
are as good specimens of the aborigines 
as are to-day to be found in America. 
They belong to the Piute tribe, and iive on 
the sink of the Humboldt, in the State of 
Nevada. They have been engaged for sev­ 
era! weeks picking hops ou the Norris 
grant, and look forward to next Friday’s 
tournament with as much interest as they 
wonid to an approaching war dance. There 
will be 
110 throwing off in this contest, 
but each buck will try to reach the goal 
first if he has to kill his “caviise” in the 
attempt. The prizes of red olankets and 
fancy-colored shirts are very attractive, 
and the Piute who carries away the first 
prize will be looked upon as “a heap big 
Injun.” 
Fifty reckless riders on the track 
at once will be a novel sight, and the rid­ 
ing such as hss never been witnessed by a 
civilized audience upon this coast. Several 
of the representative “bucks” of the tribe 
were in the city yesterday making the final 
arrangements for the tournament aud buy­ 
ing vermilion paint in order to complete 
their toilets 011 that occasion, so as to be 
able to make as brilliant a showing as pos­ 
sible. They are tall, well-formed men, 
wear white stiff hats with long ostrich 
plumes. 
Their long, coarse, black hair, 
and tidy appearance make them appear en­ 
tirely different from the California Digger 


Indian, who is very much inferior in everv 
respect. 


Special M ention. 
In the sonth conservatory are to be seen 
examples of the product of the largest 
and most complete wheel and carriage 
works on the coast. This manufacturing 
establishment, which is owned by J. F. 
Hill, was founded in the early days of Cal­ 
ifornia, and from the beginning it has kept 
pace with Sacramento’s growth until it has 
assumed its present great proportions. The 
factory is located at 1301 to 1323 J street, 
and covers nearly a half block of ground. 
In referring again to Mr. H ill’s exhibit, we 
desire io call the reader’s attention to the 
fine workmansliip shown in the construc­ 
tion of each vehicle. The family carriagp . 
which stands out the most conspicuous p"f 
the collection, is deserving of particular at­ 
tention from all who may think of pur­ 
chasing before returning Lome. Nineteen 
jobs compose the display, and ifj made up 
of single ánct double buggies, road carts, 
sulkies, trotting wagons, business buggies 
and a “ Noyes ” road cart. One of the ad­ 
vantages claimed for this cart is the ease 
with which a person can get in and out, 
w ithout the danger of being thrown into 
the wheel. 
Mr. H ill shows a large num ­ 
ber of wheels in an unfinished state, thus 
giving the public an opportunity to exam­ 
ine the quality of the material used and 
character of the workmanship. 


FROM BEYOND THE ROCKIE8. 
The magnificent herd of Hereford cattle 
that attracted so much attention at the 
stock parade last Saturday is from the cele­ 
brated stock farm of the W yoming Here­ 
ford Association, located seven miles east of 
Cheyenne. The Association was founded 
by Messrs. Swan Brothers and Morgan, and 
all the cattle imported from Hereford, Eng­ 
land, in the winter of 1882 and 1883. Geo. 
F. Morgan, the General Manager, is the 
largest importer of Iierefords in America, 
and is in charge of the exhibit. The seven­ 
teen brought out are selected from a herd of 
over two hundred and fifty, and are with­ 
out doubt the finest representatives of this 
stock ever seen on this coast. 


WHO CAN BEAT IT ? 
The individual exhibit by B. N. Bugbey, 
at the entrance to the north wing of the 
Pavilion, of the products of his ranch, 
which is located on the Sacramento river at 
Kirkville, Sutter county, is one of the im ­ 
portant features of the fair. This display 
is an individual one, and separate and in­ 
dependent of any county exhibit, and ex­ 
cells all other like collections in the exposi­ 
tion building. The visitor's especial atten­ 
tion is called to the matured quality of the 
corn, broom corn and souashes shown, all 
of which were planted oh or about the first 
of June. The Irish and sweet potatoes and 
general farm products are all line speci­ 
mens and of excellent growth. The ex­ 
hibit is one of the centers of attraction, and 
is nightly visited by large throngs of people. 
The ranch on which the products are grown 
contains 1,007 acres. A part of this farm is 
offered for sale.
